The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), first judging means forjudging whether received data belongs to 
original data divided into a plurality of pieces; storage means for storing the received data when 
the first judging means judges that the received data belongs to the original data divided into the 
plurality of pieces; second judging means forjudging whether the data stored in the storage 
means has accumulated a predetermined amount; restoration means for restoring the original data 
divided into the plurality of pieces into undivided original data from the data stored in the storage 
means, when the second judging means judges that the data stored in the storage means has 
accumulated the predetermined amount; print data creation means for creating print data based 
on the restored undivided original data; and image creation means for creating an image on a 
medium to be printed according to the print data., as claimed in claim 1 . Similar features are 
claimed in claims 6, 1 1, and 15. Therefore, claims 6, 1 1, and 15 are allowable over the prior art 
of record for the same reasons.
